Mission commander Conrad said he 
and his erewmates left the orbiting 
space station in good shape for Skylab 
2, a 56-day flight that is to start July 27 
under the command of Alan L. Bean.

Bean and his crew,” said Conrad. “ As 
far as I ’m concerned, he’s go for 56 
days.” 
Kerwin, the crewman who .suffered

his dizziness and nausea which oc­ 
curred after the astronauts returned to 
earth F'riday. 


“ I read some statements in the 
paper about my postflight condition,” 
the physician said. “ All I can say is 
that, if this is the worst that space can 
do, ... we’re up there to stay.”

W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) - Ousted 
White House counsel John W. Dean III 
testified today he believes President 
Nixon was involved in the Watergate 
affair but did not realize its im­ 
plications. 
Dean told the Senate Watergate 
committee he hopes "the President is 
forgiven” when all the facts are 
known. 
The ousted White House counsel, 
who is expected to testify that Nixon 
knew about the Watergate coverup, 
released the first portion of a lengthy 
opening statement to newsmen in 
advance 
of his appearance today 
before the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee. 
However, Dean did not immediately 
issue the portion of his statement 
dealing 
with 
his 
personal 
con­ 
versations with the President last 
Sept. 15 and earlier this year. This 
testimony he saved to deliver in 
person. 
Dean’s 
advance 
rem arks 
did, 
however, deal with his reaction to 
Nixon’s statement last Aug. 29, when 
Nixon said Dean had conducted an 
investigation 
of 
the 
Watergate 
wiretapping that cleared everyone 
employed in the administration at that 
tune. 
“ I had no advance knowledge that 
the lYesident was going to indicate 
that I had investigated the matter,” 
Dean said. 
“ I first learned of the matter when I 
heard it on a television news broadcast 
that evening.... 
“ Had I been consulted in advance by 
the President, I would have strongly 
opposed

Also, I Van said, he hadn’t been able 
at that time too tell whether or not 
Haldeman knew about the wiretapping 
in advance. 
And Dean said he had suspected that 
presidential counsellor (Carles W. 
Colson was “ far more knowledgeable 
than he protested.” 
“ Colson protested too much,” Dean 
said.

White House aide John Caulfield 
told him he had tapped a newsman’s 
telephone, possibly that of columnist

Haldeman had authorized “ any 
means, legal or illegal,” to keep 
demonstrators out of sight of Nixon on 
trips and public appearances. 
While Im* worked at the Justice 
Department he was used as a courier 
to deliver to the White House FBI 
information on foreign travels of Mary 
Jo Kopechne, the secretary killed 
when Sen. FTI wa rd M. 
Kennedy’s 
automobile ran off a bridge at Chap- 
paquiddick, Mass., in July 1969. 
Caulfield told him that within 
hours of the Chappaquiddick accident 
Anthony 
Ulasewiez, a 
private 
in­ 
vestigator employed secretly by Eh- 
rlichman, 
was 
on 
the 
scene 
in­ 
vestigating. He said Ulasewiez posed 
as a newsman and asked the most 
embarrassing questions at news 
conferences during the aftermath of 
the incident. 
An aide to Haldeman once said 
Haldeman ordered 24-hour spying on 
Kennedy, but this was called off when 
Caulfield protested it was unwise. 
A top Secret 
Service 
official, 
whom IX»an didn’t name, brought him 
intelligence information about Sen. 
George McGovern in the spring of 1971. 
Dean said Colson had the information 
published. 


IX an ’s testimony was scheduled to 
kick off what is expected to be the 
Senate Watergate committee’s longest 


and most sensational week of hear­ 
ings. 
FTve days have been set aside to 
hear Dean and former Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell, who lias been accused of 
giving final approval to the Watergate 
wiretapping last year. Mitchell is 
expected to follow Dean in the witness 
chair later this week. 
IXan has not denied that he was at 
the center of a plot to cover up the 
wiretapping scandal, as alleged by 
federal prosecutors. And lie reportedly 


has admitted, during a private session 
with Senate investigators, that he 
liorrowed $4,850 in campaign money to 
finance his honeymoon last year. 
lh* also made accusations against 
the lYesi<Vnt and former top aides 
H R Haldeman and John D. Ehrlich- 
man, according to a summary of testi­ 
mony Dean gave in closed session 
more than a week ago. 
Dean reportedly said that during his 
only substantive meeting with Nixon 
last year, on tin' day seven men were 


indicted in the wiretapping, the 
President said Haldeman had told him 
what a good job IXan liad (kine. It had 
been teared at the time that Jet) Stuart 
Magruder, the campaign’s No. 2 man, 
might tx* indicted with the rest.

F^ggs at $1 a dozen and leaner days at

industry spokesmen. They say far­ 
mers across the country are caught in 
the middle between the 60-day freeze 
on retail food prices and a free-floating 
feed grain market. 


“ The poultry producer is in the 
unworkable position of having to pay 
out more than he receives,” Abit 
Massey, director of the Georgia

the price freeze. They can’t last that 
long.” 


Bruce Bettie of the Poultrymen’s 
Cooperative Association in California 
predicted laying hens would be sold as 
stew meat. “ That will mean fewer 
eggs and we could end up with a black 
market situation’’ and eggs as high as 
$1 a dozen, he said. 


The Cost of Living Council said 
Saturday it is investigating whether

WASHINGTON I AP) — A top lawyer 
in the office of the special Watergate 
prosecutor once headed a task force on 
crim e for D em ocratic candidate 
George McGovern. 
James Vorenberg said in an in­ 
terview that his role as a McGovern 
adviser was a very limited one. He 
said he wrote one McGovern speech on 
crime and held two press conferences 
on the issue. 
During the 1972 presidential cam ­ 
paign, Vorenberg took strong issue 
with Republican claims that crime had 
been reduced during Nixon’s first 
term. 
At a Washington news conference in 
mid-October, Vorenberg challenged 
then Atty. Gen. Richard G. Kleindienst 
to debate the crime issue. 
“Richard Nixon and his associates in 
the Justice Department have had the 
audacity to try to persuade 
the 
Am erican people that the crim e 
problem is being brought under con­ 


trol,” Vorenberg said. 
He said in an interview last week 
that he had expressed such views 
repeatedly before he joined the 
McGovern campaign. He also said that 
he knew relatively little about the 
Watergate case during the campaign 
and never had a role in any of 
McGovern's statements on it. 
A professor at Harvard I .aw School 
and former executive director of the 
presidential crime commission that 
reported in 1967, Vorenberg is a 
nationally recognized authority on law 
enforcement. 
He was one of the first lawyers 
recruited by Archibald Cox, the 
special 
W atergate 
prosecutor. 
Vorenberg joined Cox for a short-term 
assignment in helping organize the 
rapidly growing staff of attorneys and 
investigators. 
"I can imagine someone saying it 
would be inappropriate for someone 
who was McGovern's adviser 
on 


criminal justice to have a continuing 
role,” Vorenberg said of his current 
job. “The problem is, it will be hard to 
build up a staff of people who are kind 
of political neuters.” 
Cox, a Democrat who was U.S. 
Solicitor General in the Kennedy 
administration, has emphasized his 
office’s independence of the Nixon 
administration. 


Vorenberg said he has never hidden 
the fact that he supported McGovern 
or opposed Nixon’s policies on dealing 
with crime but, he added, “I was not 
particularly close to Sen. McGovern. I 
guess I saw him once or twice during 
the whole campaign.” 
He said he did not intend to stay at 
the prosecutors office beyond l^ibor 
Day.

At a time when many parents 
either had begun to master 
“ new math” or given up on 
faith 
that their 
kids 
were 
geniuses, some of the prime 
movers of the math revolution 
of the last IO years are ad­ 
mitting it may all have been a 
mistake. 
They are almost forced to 
such an admission, because it 
has become noticeable that 
many high school graduates 
never learned to add, subtract, 


miltiply or divide. 
The director of a University 
of Illinois committee which has 
advocated 
“ new 
math” 
reforms for years now frankly 
admits: “ I think many of us 
who were involved in its in­ 
ception and development now 
feel that the modern-math 
movement not only didn’t solve 
our problems, but did some 
harm. It has probably made 
things worse at the elementary 
school level.” 


Such criticisms are not proof 
that all reform advocates have 
given up 
To the contrary, 
“ new math” theories still hold 


large sway in the classroom. 
But educators and parents both 
are taking a harder look at a 
teaching method which itself is 
producing 
low 
scores on 
achievement tests, especially 


when compared to sim ilar 
results taken from the years 
when old math was in style.

Keenness ol the immediate results 
of the Nixon Brezhnev conversations, 
the handwriting on the wall tells Uh* 
same tiling to .Soviet Russia, Maoist 
China and the U.S. itself.

The truth about the 
Soviet Union’s ramshackle economic 
system was underscored for Brezhnev 
when, in order to feed his people, lie 
had to give internal railroad priority to 
the movement of grain from Odessa 
and Baltic ports to cities in the Soviet 
interior.

(hinger of building up two potential 
enemies is obv ious. 
Since our needs are not quite as 
pressing as the internal needs of 
Russia and Red China, we do not have 
to give too much away in Salt II 
negotiations and in future wheat deals. 
'Hie Soviets have made token con­ 
cessions on the emigration of Jews, 
and it was hardly an accident that, on 
the very day that Brezhnev started his 
conversations in Washington, the 85- 
year-old painter Marc Chagall, who 
left Russia way back in 11122, talked to 
a reporter in Paris about the welcome 
that had lx*en extended to him, a Jew, 
during an 11-day visit to the country of 
his birth. 
If the Soviets can forgive Chagall 
lx>th his race and his Western con­ 
ception of artistic integrity, which does 
not accord at all with the cannons of 
Soviet “ realism,” they

brought to discontinue the policy of

'Bien there is the problem of the 
Indian (Kean, where the U.S. Navy has 
just opened a communications station 
on the British-owned island of Diego 
( iarcia to help balance the Soviet naval 
facilities in Somalia and at the* head of 
the Persian Gulf in Iraq. The an­ 
nouncement of our acquisition of rights 
to the use of a radio station, an 8,000- 
foot runway and a small harbor at 
Diego 
Garcia 
was 
timed 
for 
Brezhnev’s 
visit. 
Given 
any 
negotiating finesse, the U.S. is in a 
position to press for neutraliation of 
the Indian (Kean, which would save 
both of tin* naval superpowers a lot of 
strain. 
What will happen if and when the 
Russians and the (Chinese ever get 
their internal systems to working is 
worth pondering. But if we must deal 
with the two (Communist giants in 
order to find the resources and gain the 
tune to rebuild our own energy 
systems, we should get all that we can 
in tlx* way of short-term advantages 
for Uh* free world in the protracted 
negotiations that will surely follow the 
Brezhnev visit.

Chinese Clams Invade 


ll. S. W a te rw a y s 


G R E E N V IL L E , 
Del. 
( A P ) — 
Scientists at the new Delaware 
Museum of Natural History here say 
Chinese clams have disrupted the 
balance of nature in several major 
U.S. water-ways. 
Discovery 
of 
the 
Corbicula 
manilensis, a clam generally only 
three-quarters of an inch long, in the 
ix ia ware River between Philadelphia 
and Trenton is reported in the April 
issue of the museum’s journal. 
Nautilus. The clam multiplies rapidly, 
crowding out native underwater life 
because it has no natural enemy in 
American habitats. The mollusk has 
never before been seen in the Nor­ 
theast. 
The article also reports Chinese 
clams in the Savannah River near 
Millhaven, Ga., and in the Pee IXe 
River near Society Hill, S.C. How the 
mollusk was lirought to this country is 
not known, but it was perhaps in- 
troduced into California in 1880 by 
Chinese immigrants from Canton.

Count It Up 


NEW YORK (API — Veteran teams 
in Cocoa, Fla., and Freeport, Tex., 
counted the most species of birds in the 
National Audubon Society's latest bird 
survey. 
The society said each team sighted 
209 species within its defined area 15 
miles in diameter in the specified 24- 
hour period last Christmas. 
The all-time record was 266 species 
counted at Christmas 1971 by the 
Freeport team. 
The society, now completing its 73rd 
annual bird census, said 20,350 bird­ 
watchers participated in a record- 
setting 1,014 Christmas bird counts in 
the 50 states, Central America and the 
West Indies.

Speaking Of Your Health

Can you explain the FH factor 
simply? I have never gotten anything 
but a confusing explanation. 
Mrs. E.E.,Tex. 
Dear Mrs. E ; 
Many young married couples are 
similarly confused when they are told 
that an RH problem exists in their 
blood. 
Fortunately, 
many 
new 
and 
remarkable advances have been made 
in the study of hematology (diseases of 
the blood) that now reduce the hazards 
associated with this problem. 
RH disorders are recognized early in 
the pregnancy, and plans can be made 
to remove most of the dangers to the 
newborn child. 
'Hie blood of most people is classified 
us RH positive.” Relatively few people 
are “ RH negative.” 
When both the wife and the husband 
Tire RH positive, or when they are both 
RH negative, the baby will not be 
affected at birth. 
If the wife is RH positive, and the 
husband is RH negative, the baby will 
not be affected at birth. 
It is only in those relatively rare 
instances when the wife is RH negative 
and the husband is RH positive that 
close 
observation 
throughout 
pregnancy becomes important. 
In such a situation, if the baby 
growing in the uterus happens to 
inherit the father’s RH positive factor, 
a complex interchange takes place 
between the mother and the baby. 
When this occurs, special antibodies 
are produced in this interchange that 
may bt* responsible for anemia and 
jaundice in the newborn baby. 
It is interesting to know that a fir­ 
stborn child is rarely an “ Rh baby,” 
even when the mother is RH negative 
and the father is RH positive. It is only 
in subsequent pregancies that the 
possibility of an RH problem may 
arise. 
There are now ways by which the 
mother and the child can be protected 
from the complications form erly 
associated with RH factor pregnan­ 
cies. 
Young married couples with RH 
incompatibility can derive great 
comfort from the medical strides 
made to overcome this problem.

Dear Miss O. 
The sound you describe is probably 
due to some problem in your jaw joint. 
Almost always, this can be traced to 
some malocclusion, or interference, 
with proper bite. 
There is virtually no possibility that 
your hearing will be affected by this 
condition. 
It is important that the bite be 
changed and readjusted by your 
dentist so that chronic changes in the 
jaw joint will be prevented. 
When jaw joint conditions are 
overlooked or neglected, erosion of the 
bone and the cartilage can occur. Then 
the problem becomes difficult to 
reverse. 
There are now many dentists who 
specialize in the problems of the 
Brilliant advances made in this area 
can readily correct the problem.

M a y Be Em erging 


CHICAGO (AP) — A new science 
may be emerging, to be known as “ The 
Science of Survival.”

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N.Y. School Chief Blames System For Failures 


NEW YORK (AP) — Harvey S. 
Scribner, who ends a short career as 
head of the nation’s largest school 
system this week, compares public 
utilities with public schools and doesn’t 
like the difference. 
“When 30 per cent of the lights go out 
in New York City, we have a power 


crisis. And within minutes or hours, 
the public is served,” he says. 
‘‘Yet when the schools of New York 
City turn off 30 per cent of their 
students, who drop out, there is barely 
a whisper of school reform. 
“ If change is to come, the public will 
have to demand it.” 


As the 58-year-old New Englander 
sees it, something is extremely wrong 
with a system of schooling that 
mandates the attendance of the pupil 
but doesn’t guarantee the performance 
of the system. 
“There is a basic hypocrisy in 
requiring a student to attend school 


where he is labeled a failure,” he said 
in an interview. 
Scribner, who leaves as chancellor 
of New York schools June 30, believes 
the purpose of schools is to help the 
young comprehend and participate in 
the world, not to sort the young into 
social classes and job compartments. 
Irish Republic Installs President 


DUBLIN (AP) — The Irish Republic 
installs an Englishborn Protestant as 
its fourth president today amid a 
marked display of religious con­ 
ciliation. 
Erskine Childers, 68, is the second 
Protestant to hold the presidency of 
this overwhelmingly Roman Catholic 
nation but is the first to have won it by 
election. Dr. Douglas Hyde, the 
Protestant scholar who was the first 
president under the 1937 constitution, 
was appointed unopposed.

Right To Die 
With Dignity 
Eyed By 


NEW YORK (AP) — The governing 
body of the American 
Medical 
Association is being asked by its 
Connecticut delegation to approve a 
statement by which a person can ask 
for “the right to die in dignity.” 
The delegation said the fact that 
medical technology to prolong life 
exists does not eliminate the need for 
“ human choices" regarding the use of 
that technology. 
Under the resolution, this statement 
would be made available to any 
patient: 
“To my family, my physician, my 
clergyman, my lawyer: 
“ If the time comes when I can no 
longer actively take part in decisions 
for my own future, I wish this 
statement to stand as the testament of 
my wishes. 
“ lf there is no reasonable ex­ 
pectations of my recovery from 
physical or mental 
and spiritual 


disability, I request that I In* allowed to 
die and not Im* kept alive by artificial 
means or heroic measures. I ask also 
that drugs Im* mercifully administered 
to me for terminal suffering even if in 
relieving pain they may hasten the 
moment of (k*ath. I value life and the 
dignity of life, so that I am not asking 
that my life be directly taken but that 
my dying not be unreasonably 
prolonged nor the dignity of life be 
destroyed. 
“This request is made, after careful 
reflection, while I am in gixxi health 
and spirits. Although tins document is 
not legally binding, you who care for 
me will. I hope, feel morally hound to 
take it into account. I recognize that it 
places a heavy burden of responsibility 
upon you, and it is with the intention of 
sharing this responsibility that this 
statement is made.” 


The resolution emphasized that the 


statement is designed only to jrovide a 
means by which patients may express 
their wishes. It said the form should Im* 
considered only as an opixirtunity and 
individuals should not In* urged to sign 
it.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The Federal 
Power Commission has agreed to give 
the Senate 
data 
on 
natural gas 
reserves while hinting to producers 
they might seek a court order for­ 
bidding release of the information. 
The commission voted unanimously 
Friday to comply with a subpoena 
from the Senate antitrust 
sub 
committee headed by Sen. Philip A. 
Hart, D-Mich. The FPC said it sent 
telegrams to gas producers advising 
them it would deliver the data to the 
subcommittee by IO a.m. Tuesday 
unless blocked by an appropriate court 
order. 
Involved is basic data submitted on a 
confidential basis by gas producing 
companies for an FPC study of natural 
gas reserves. 
The recently-released study in­ 
dicated gas reserves were at least as 
low and probably lower than the 
estimates provided by the industry 
itself. 
But when Hart asked to see the 
original data, an employe of the 
Bureau of Natural Gas attempted tc 
destroy it, according to the FPC. The 
data was saved after it had beer 
ripped in half but before it could be fee 
into an incinerator. 
After reconstructing the material 
the FPC said last week it found ne 
significant discrepancies between the 
original data and the results reported 
in the summary study.

Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev’s 
recent visit to the United States marks 
the second meeting between President 
Nixon and the “ Chairman” in 13 
months. Considering the fact that prior 
to last year’s summit a full 14 years 
had lapsed between an official meeting 
of American and Russian heads of 
state, 
this event 
in 
itself 
is 
a 
remarkable breakthrough. 
The agreements reached during this 
latest summit—while not on the level 
of the major accords resulting from 
President Nixon's historic trip to 
Moxcow last year—are extremely 
significant. Not only do the expanded 
technological and cultural exchanges 
promise to benefit both nations, but 
they also contribute to a further 
relaxation in the strained relations 
between Russia and the United States. 
It is hoped that in the atmosphere of 
goodwill generated by these pacts, the 
more serious and critical matters of 
nuclear disarmament, trade policy 
and the conflicts in Southeast Asia and 
the Mideast can be discussed and 
peaceful solutions eventually reacted 
Unquestionably, the detente with 
Russia is a great credit to President 
Nixon’s skillful and highly successful 
foreign policy initiatives. Moreover, it 
is an important step toward relieving 
world tensions. 
As the Ranking Minority Member of 
the House Public Works Committee, 
which deals with many of this coun­ 
try’s transportation matters, I at­ 
tended the ceremony at which the first 
of these U. S.—Russian pacts— 
involving cultural exchanges and the 
joint research of transportation, 
farming and oceanography—was 
signed. In all of these areas, both the 
United States and Russia stand to gain 
from the exchange. The agricultural 
agreement, for example, calls for the 
exchange of information and estimates 
on production, consumption, demand 
and trade in major agricultural 
commodities 
and 
for 
increased 
cooperation in agricultural research. 
Such a program could help U.S. ex­ 
perts tetter predict the need for future 
Soviet grain sales, and this type of data 
could have a direct impact on Ohio

benefit from Russian know-how about 
operating transportation systems and 
building bridges and tunnels in ex­ 
tremely cold weather. Specifically, the 
five-year pact calls for exchange of 
information about cold weather 
construction, railway transportation 
cm l aviation, traffic control and 
safety, and maritime and automobile 
problems.

The Senate has approved legislation 
which would increase benefits to the 
surviving spouses and children of 
firemen and policemen.

A bill to implement a state lottery 
was introduced this week in the House, 
which allows the operation of a state 
lottery to begin as soon as is practical 
and possible.

Industry-Week said today. 
The weekly magazine said price 
increases which had been scheduled 
for June 17 on steel sheets and strips 
were suspended for 60 days by I Resi­ 
dent Nixon’s price freeze. 
Til esc products, which comprise 
about 45 per cent of the output of the 
nation’s mills "had been unchanged in 
price since January 1972, and the in­ 
dustry had looked to a price increase to 
help it do better than earn slim 


profits,” the magazine reported. 
Since the last price rise, costs have 
risen sharply, and steel workers will 
get another pay hike of 12.5 cents an 
hour, plus additional fringe benefits 
Aug. I "before the 60-day price freeze 
ends,” it added. 
Meanwhile, steel firms report there 
is no slackening in demand. "Order 
backlogs are at record high levels and 
Eire growing at those firms which have 
opened fourth quarter order books,”

"Most steel company executives and 
analysts now agree that B.S. mill 
shipments for 1973 will reach a record 
of at least 106 million net tons.”

HAMILTON, Ohio (AP) - Weary 
travelers with thirsty throats have 
discovered an oasis near this southern 
Ohio town-a spring-fed well full of 
clear, cold water. 
The well, called the Old Watering 
Trough, originates from an un­ 
derground spring on a farm owned by 
Edward Miller on Tylersville Road, 
east of Bypass Ohio Route 4. 
Miller says the well was a popular 
stop for farmers driving their cattle to 
Hamilton or Cincinnati. 
"Nobody knows who started it,” said 
Miller, 69. He says a 93-year-old neigh­ 
ing claims the well has been there as 
long as he can remember. 
"I’ve been drinking that water since 
I was six years old,” said Miller. 
Another enthusiast, Randy Smith of 


Western Hills, says "It’s really good 
water. I’m from West Virginia. Ifs 
pretty hard to adjust to the water in 
Cincinnati.”

(Q) For years, I’ve been taking 
pictures as a hobby. I have thousands 
of dollars worth of photographic 
equipment and a darkroom in my 
basement. Some years I turn a profit, 
but most years I lose money. At what 
point does my hobby become 
a 
business so that I can deduct my ex­ 
penses from my other income? 


(A) The most important feature of a 
“business" is that it’s entered into and 
carried on for a profit. In general, the 
IRS presumes that an activity is a 
business if it produces a profit in any of 
five consecutive years after 1969. If 
your activity fails to qualify as a 
business, you may not use your losses 
to offset income from other sources. 
However, 
hobby 
expenses 
are 
generally deductible to the extent of 
your earnings from the activity. In 
addition, some expenses, such as 
taxes, interests, and casualty losses 
are deductible, whether or not you 
incur them in an activity engaged in 
for profit. 
There are special rules for horse 
breeding, training, showing or racing. 
There is also a provision of the law 


under which a taxpayer may suspend 
application of the IRS presumption of 
business activity. These rules are 
explained in IRS Publication 535, “Tax 
Information on Business Expenses." 
Write your Internal Revenue district 
office for a free copy 
(Q) Is the cost of birth control pills 
deductible as a medical expense? 
(A) Yes, if the pills are prescribed 
by a physician, the cost is deductible 
as a medical expense. Payments for 
the pills, along with those for other 
medicines and drugs, are included in 
medical expenses to the extent they 
exceed one percent of your income. 
Your total medical expenses are 
deductible only to the extent they 
exceed three percent of your income. 
(Q) I’m in a National Guard unit that 
meets one weekend a month at an 
Armory. Can I deduct transporta ion 
expenses from my home to drills and 
back? 
IA) When meetings are held within 
the general area of what is considered 
your home for tax purposes, the cost of 
transportation from your residence to 
Guard meetings is a commuting ex­ 
pense and is not deductible. But, if the 
meetings are held outside the general 
area of your tax home, transportation 
costs are deductible. 
If a Guard meeting is held after 
work, you may deduct the cost of going 
directly from your regular place of 
employment to meetings.

CATOCTIN MOUNTAINS, 
Md. (AP) — One 20th century 
youth has pushed aside 
several centuries in his fervor 
for 
preserving 
historic 
mountain crafts and folklore 
before they are lost in the 
onrush of progress. 
Doug Reed, 25, has been 
hungrily pursuing knowledge 
of ancient mountain crafts for 
the past year as an unpaid 
apprentice to 69-year-old 
Paul Lewis, a mountain 
craftsman who still builds 
houses of hand-hewn notched 
logs. 
“ A hell of a lot of the old- 
time crafts are dying,” said 
the 
Hagerstown 
Junior 
College graduate. ‘ When old­ 
timers like Paul are gone, 
we’ll have to get all this stuff 
from books.” 
Reed’s desire to preserve 
the now infrequently praciced 
mountain crafts will even­ 
tually lead him into historic 
preservation. He said he fully 
intends to “ build log cabins 
the old-fashioned way — the 
way the colonists did — but 
what I really want to do is 
preserve and restore what we 
already have.” 
‘‘Just about every other 
day” you can find Reed with 
Paul and Edna tawis at their 
home of 48 years on Catoctin 
Hollow 
Road near Cun­ 
ningham Falls State Park. 
“ This is my job,” he 
shrugs. “ It’s why I ’m poor.” 
The youthful pioneer first 
met tawis when Reed’s job 
“ running root beer” in a 
general store operated by the 
Catoctin Mountain Tourist 
Council in Catoctin Mountain 
National Park brought him 
into contact with exhibitions 
of old crafts. 
“ I kept sneaking away to 
watch the craftsmen who give 
demonstrations at the park’s 
craft center,” he said. “ Paul 


is 
one 
of 
the 
regular 
demonstrators, and I was 
fascinated by what he was 
doing. Then I heard about the 
park service’s apprentice 
program, and I asked Paul if 
he’d take me on.” 
“ The first thing Paul taught 
me,” recalls Reed, “ Was how 
to use a draw knife. We made 
hand 
shaved 
wooden 
shingles.” 
Reflecting, he said, ‘‘I 
guess it was the old tools that 
really started me off, but I ’ve 
had a long-time interest in 
carpentry. When I was 8, my 
dad gave me a slab of wood, 
some nails and a hammer. 
When I was 12,1 built a room 
in our house. It was lousy, but 
it was a beginning,” 
“One of the neatest things 
Paul has taught me is how to 
make hand-carved handles 
for my tools. He’s taught me 
how to restore tools and how 
to use them.” 
Proud of the fact that he 
does practically everything 
by hand, Reed said, “ I never 
use electricity unless ifs 
absolutely necessary. In the 
old days a man built his own 
house. He worked by himself, 
he had nobody to help him.” 
Consequently no house was 
identical. 


Reed has already 
at­ 
tempted historic restoration 
with a smoke house moved off 
the property where a shop­ 
ping center will be built. He is 
slowly “ trying to t** n it back 
into what it was originally.” 
He has also been com­ 
missioned by the historical 
society in Oxford, Ohio, to 
restore an old log cabin. 


Ultimately, Reed dreams of 
building an entire historical 
village in Washington County, 
where other mountain crafts 
like the one he’s learning 
could be practiced. 
Law 'Practiced1 
Inside Prison 


TRENTON, N. J. (A P) - 
With a fancy name and a title 
on the door, Henry Mosiello 
opened a law firm inside 
TYenton State Prison. 
The firm, Inmates Legal 
Associates, specializes in 
legal 
work 
for 
clients 
alreadly convicted. It’s the 
new 
breed 
of 
jailhouse 
lawyers. 
Now 
relinquishing 
his 
duties as executive director 
of the firm to continue his 
studies and work on a legal 
challenge to the county grand 
jury system in New Jersey, 
Mosiello, a convicted mur­ 
derer, has left a florishing 
“ Law 
practice” 
in 
the 
maximum 
security 
in­ 
stitution. 
Mosiello, 35, was given a 
life sentence for the murder 
of a shopkeeper in February 
1970, after a codefendant 
testified for the prosecution. 
Mosiello, who said 
he 
designed racing car engines 
before his arrest, was made a 
clerk of the prison’s small law 
library, where his shingle 
reads “ Hank Mosiello, Esq.” 
From there he built up his 
practice. 
Mosiello’s law work started 
where most criminal lawyers 
leave off: Everyone he dealt 
with had already been con­ 
victed and Mosiello took over 
from there, preparing briefs, 
reviewing 
evidence 
and 
writing complaints. 
With the assistance of at­ 
torneys from the public 
defender’s office, he has two 
actions pending in state 
courts and one appeal being 
preparpared for the 3rd U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals.

Because neither he nor ms 
associates are licensed to 
practice law, all their work 
must 
be handled 
with 
practicing attorneys. 
But with time on their 
hands, he and the other 
founding members of HJV, 
Danny Obstein and Hap 
taws, are able to complete 
thorough research beyond 
that which a lawyer would 
have time to do. 
“ Hank’s a pretty sharp guy 
who is quite an organizer,” 
said Arnold Melk of the public 
defender’s office. 
Mosiello said in an in­ 
terview in the prison that he 
started 
the 
ILA 
as 
a 
paraprofessional guild to 
assist the public defender, 
despite the skepticism of 
prison authorities. 
The guards, too, were 
resentful, he said. “ But that 
attitude changed when they 
saw wewere not out to destroy 
the institution.” 
A change occurred in the 
prison with the arrival of a 
new warden, William Fauver, 
Mosiello said. 
“He’s a very enlightened 
man. Before Fauver it was a 
‘shotgun 
and 
club’ 
ad­ 
ministration. Everything was 
repressive. Mr. Fauver came 
with an open mind and was 
willing to listen. If the idea 
sounds feasible, he gives you 
a chance.” 
In addition to the ILA work, 
Mosiello has several other 
projects. 
He criticized the grand jury 
system — the method used to 
indict most of the inmates at 
the prison before they went to 
trial — as “ a tool for the 
prosecutor 
and 
not 
the 
safeguard it was designed to 
be.” 
He and several other in­ 
mates plan to take law ap­ 
titude boards and then study 
courses prepared by several 
, New Jersey law schools. He is 
studying law through a 
correspondence course and 
his mother, in her 70s, brings 
him law books. 
“ It’s extremely difficult,” 
he said. “ You're not pressed 
for time, but you can’t cheat. 
If you have any questions, 
you have to go to the law 
library and research them 
yourself. There’s no professor 
around to 
answer 
your 
questions.” 
Mosiello is also working on 
his own case. The appellate 
division of Superior Court 
recently remanded his case to 
the trial court, Superior 
in 
Hudson County, N, J., to 
review the evidence leading 
to his conviction. 
Should his appeal succeed 
and he is eventually freed, 
Mosiello said he would want 
to continue his legal studies.

spent by oil companies on 
network and area television 
advertising comes from the 
Television 
Bureau 
of Ad­ 
vertising, which is supported 
by the television industry 


The six companies spent 


money not only on direct 
sales pitches on TV but also 
on indirect sales campaigns 
known as “ institutional ad­ 
vertising.” That approach 
doesn't urge you 
to 
buy 


products but 
instead em­ 
phasizes the good deeds and 
contributions of the company. 
The companies, some of 


which began discontinuing 
their “ product” ads as far 
back as late April, say they’ll 
continue those of the “ in­ 
stitutional variety” with 
some keyed to the idea of 
conserving gas. 
When will they all go back 


to direct advertising for 
gasoline the way they did it in 
the good old days9 None said 
they knew. 
“ Who knows how long the

NEW ORI JEANS (AP) - Most of the 
29 persons killed when fire flashed 
through a second-story cocktail lounge 
in the French Quarter here were 
trapped by burglar bars on three front 
windows, authorities said today. 
Fifteen others were injured in the 
fire at The Up Stairs lounge, which 
was packed for the weekly Sunday 
night beer bust featuring all you could 
eat and drink for $2. 
A survivor said

somebody dashed an inflammable 
liquid on the stairway to the lounge and 
lit it. 
Fire Supt. William McCrossen said 
homicide investigators and the state 
fire marshal would take a careful look 
at reports that “ some people smelled 
gasoline just before the fire.” 
However, he cautioned, such reports 
were unconfirmed. 
Some small persons managed to 
escape by squeezing through the 
burglar bars on the lounge’s front 
windows and then leaping to the street. 
Others left the building by smashing a 
side window and climbed onto a fire 
escape. A few made their way to 
another fire escape in the rear. 
The bodies of those who did not make 
it lay jammed like logs against the 
front windows, with four huddled 
under a charred grand piano.

SAN CLEM ENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
President Nixon says his week-long 
meeting with Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev holds the promise of “ peace 
for all the people of the world.” 


Brezhnev' agreed, saying on Sunday 
that the summit with Nixon means 
“political detente is being backed up 
by military detente.’’ 
At the summit’s formal end Sunday, 
the two leaders signed a communique 
during a televised ceremony outside 
Nixon’s oceanside home here. That 
summary of the talks is to be released 
today when Brezhnev 
leaves the 
United States. 
Nixon loaned Brezhnev his jetliner to 
fly to Camp David, Md., for an over­ 
night stay before the Soviet Com­ 
munist party chairman’s departure 
today for Moscow via Paris. Nixon 
bade hun farewell at nearby El Toro 
Marine Air Station. 


Before leaving California, Brezhnev 
taped a television-radio speech to the 
American people that was broadcast 
Sunday evening as he flew east. In the 
address, also for broadcast in the 
Soviet Union and other countries, he 
said his talks with Nixon “ really put 
Soviet-American relations on a new 
track.” 
At the signing of the communique, 
an ebullient Brezhnev said the 40-plus 
hours of dialogue might lead to another 
Nixon visit to Moscow “ in six or eight 
months’ time.” The President’s 
previous visit was in the spring of 1972.

Saying he was “ satisfied with the 
way the talks went,” Brezhnev added : 
“ Even if our second meeting with the 
President yielded no other results, it 
could still be said with full grounds 
that it will take a fitting place in the 
annals of American-Soviet relations 
and in international affairs as a 
whole.” 
Before Nixon and Brezhnev boarded 
a helicopter for the short hop to El 
T o t o , 
the Soviet leader had an 
animated chat with the three Skylab I 
astronauts — Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. 
Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz. 
They gave him a plaque with badges 


they wore during their record 28-day 
space mission. 
The visitor seemed to enjoy the 
several farewell ceremonies so much 
that he showed reluctance to leave. At 
El Toro, he paused to field newsmen’s 
questions while Nixon, showing some 
impatience, stood aside. The President 
finally grabbed Brezhnev’s elbow and 
steered him toward the red carpet 
leading to the presidential jet. 
Once at the plane’s door, Brezhnev 
turned, waved and held clasped fists 
aloft in a boxer’s gesture. Nixon 
waved, then waited on the ground until 
Air Force One was airborne before 
helicoptering back to San Clemente. 
The President, who will stay here 
until after July 4, spent Sunday af­ 
ternoon in his residence. He and Mrs. 
Nixon had presidential adviser and 
Mrs. John B. Connally as dinner 
guests.

Moscow, 
Brezhnev will stop in Paris for three 
days of talks with French President 
Georges Pompidou.
